not have. TLo words "cover page" have been plhced in the margin at 
each Investigative report, to indicate that the Commission has re- 
ceived the entire report, hut not the cover pa^e. ' The FBI advises 
that the cover page is an internal administrative document which shows 
the routing of a report and also the names or symbols of any 
confidential informant - relied upon in the report. 

The FBI is entirely willing to make the report available for 
inspection by the Commission. The report could be made available, for 
review by each Commissioner interested in reading it, either alone or 
! with the assistance of Mr. Belmont or another FBI representative.
